Under the
direction of Mr. Scattergood two
power plants were placed in opera-
tion along Division creek, two
miles wést of the aqueduct intake,
and a third plant erected on Cot-
tonwood creek, forty miles south
of the intake.

In 1924 the Bu-
reau of Power and Light erected
a fifth power plant with a generat- |
ing capacity of 4,000 horsepower, |
on Big Pine Creek, and in 1927 the
Bureau replaced its first Haiwee
plant by a much larger one cap-
